PREDICTED ON 
TAXMEASURE 


Democrats Will Press Pass- 


age at Expense of Fight 


for Reduction 


Washington, D. C.—(XP)—United ac- 


tion in the senate apparently is as- 
sured for passage of the revenue bill 
so that its tax reduction provisions 
can be applicable by March 15 when 
first Income tax installments are due. 


In reply to a suggestion from na- 


tional Democratic party leaders that 
Senate Democrats press for early ac- 
tion even at the expense of success 
of their substitute program for in- 
creased reduction, Senator Simmons 
(if North Carolina, ranking Democrat 
on the finance committee has agreed 
not to permit the substitute to stand 
in the way of prompt passage of the 
bill. 


The senator, who conferred Wed- 


nesday with Clem Shaver, chairman 
of the Democratic national commit- 
tee, declared, however, he would pro- 
pose amendments to the bill in the 
senate to increase the reduction to 
$500,000,000 or $170,000,000 more than 
provided by the house bill. 


"I believe the saneness of tho Dem- 


ocrat program for further reduction" 
h esaid "will appeal to the common 
sense of the Senate. I expect favor- 
able action but no long fight. Senate 
Republican leaders have declared they 
will peek early passage of the bill and 
substantially 
as drawn 
up by the 


house. 


The finance committee, 
however, 


which still has the measure under 
consideration, devoted 
Thursday to 


hearing representatives of the special 
committee which investigated the In- 
ternational 
Revenue 
bureau 
and 


which has requested several adminis- 
trative amendments. 
Completion of 


the measure by the end of the week 
was predicted.
